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F His Allies, and the pꝛejndice of the Trade and Navigation ok this King- 
„dom, Is Gꝛaciouſly pleaſed by this His Royal Pzoclamation, (with the Ad- 
"AMIS Vice of His Pꝛiby Council) to Publiſh and Declare, That no Paſs 02 Sea⸗ 
zief whatſoever, which bears Date befoze oꝛ ſince the Firſt day of January laſt, (hall remain in 
(02ce any longer then until the Firſt day of May nert coming ; His Majeſty having been pleaſed 
to Direct, That other Paſſes in the Fozm now eſtabliſhed, hall upon demand, and without 


Charge, be delivered koꝛth by the Secretary of the Admiralty of Eogland foz the time being, 
to the parties Intereſted therein, upon Security by them given, foz delivering their kozmer 
Paſſes within Six Moneths after their receiving ſuch new ones. And His Majeſty doth allo 
further Delare, That no Pals oz Sea-btief hereafter to be granted, ( ſaving where the 
Ships to which the laid Paſſes 'zall be lo granted, all be bound to Guiny, oz the Eaſt 0z Welt 
Indies, and ſo expꝛeſt to be in the Body of the (aid Pals) chall remain in fozce longer then fo2 
the ſpace of one entire Pear from the day of the Date thereof ; And that all Paſſes and Sea- 
bꝛiełs from hencekoꝛth to be granted to the Ships and Ucſſels of His Majeſties Subjects Tra⸗ 
ding in the Mediterranean Dea, (all be Pꝛinttd and Indented in che ſame Fozm wherein they 
were heretofoze Jſſued by His Royal Highneſs, James Duke of Vork, when Lozd High Ad- 
miral of England, with the Day, Moneth and Pear of their reſpective Dates erpꝛelled there- 
in, in woꝛds at length, and not in figures; And that ſuch Paſſes oz Dea-brieks as (hall be 
pꝛoduced after the ſaid Firſt day of May next, in any other Fozm, hall be Deemed, and are here- 
by Declared void, and of none effect: And His; ſaid Pajeſty doth ſtrictly Charge and Command 
all perſons concerned, to take notice of His Royal Pleaſure herein Declared, and to yield all due 
Obedience thereunto, at their perils.
